eran Housing Corporation. 


The GVHC board of directors let this 


be known at their meeting Friday night, October 23, when they 
heard a dog-owner who had been sent several letters warning him 


that he could not keep his dog. 


The board pointed out that a clause in the GVHC sales con- 


Center PTA Hears 
County Educators 


Nearly two hundred parents 
and teachers attended an informa- 
tion-packed meeting of the Cen- 
ter School PTA last Tuesday 
night. The program was arranged 
in response to queries on the 
school system at the first meet- 
ing of the year. 

They theard George H. Robin- 
son, assistant superintendent of 
schools, explain construction prob- 
lems arising from the mounting 
school population of the county. 
In passing, he praised the Center 
school building as one of the best- 
built in the county. He said the 
replacement cost would be be- 
tween $600,000 and $760,000 which 
is considerably more than is spent 
on new school buildings. He re- 
ported that the crowding of the 
Greenbelt Junior High will be 
considerabiy relieved upon com- 
pletion next year of the junior- 
senior high school building on 
Powder Mill Road. 

Leaving the question “Is the 
Greenbelt school ‘progressive’?’’ to 
a later speaker, Robinson said if 
we mean “progressive” in the 
sense of “moving forward in a 
good direction”, the answer is 
definitely “yes.” 

Miss Emma Bowman, area su- 
pervisor, who spoke next, answer- 
ed the question of “progressivism” 
indirectly by giving a detailed de- 
scription of the needs met by the 
school, the areas of instruction, 
and the themes for each of the 
six years of elementary school. 
Parents comparing’ this informa- 
tion with their own school experi- 
ences could gauge for themselves 
the progress made in curriculum 
and methods. 

Other speakers were Miss Lil- 
lian Harvey, area visiting teacher, 
who explained the school’s written 
records of each child, and Howard 
Roberts, assistant superintendent 
for health education, who describ- 
ed the hearing and sight tests 
given the children in elementary 
school. 


Kindergarten Workshop 
In a pre-PTA meeting the kin- 
dergarten parents met and learn- 
ed that there would be an equip- 
ment repair workshop next Sat- 
urday morning to which all par- 
ents are invited (particularly fa- 
ther) beginning at 10 am. They 
were also requested not to visit 
the school during National Educa- 
tion Week (the week after next) 
when parents of other classes will 
be in the schools. Another period 
will be designated for the kinder- 

garten parents, it was learned.

tract continues in force the PHA 
ordinance against dogs which was 
in effect before the Greenbelt 
homes were sold by the govern- 
ment to GVHC. In addition, an 
overwhelming majority of GVHC 
members at the last quarterly 
meeting in June voted that all 
dogs, cats, and other pets were to 
be considered a nuisance and 
could not be kept by Greenbelt 
home-owners. 

The dog-owner argued that he 
had been specifically told by a 
salesman when he bought his 
home that there would be no oh- 
jection to dogs. However, he 
stated’ that he had already made 
plans to board out his dog until 
he could sell his home. 

It was learned that GVHC has 
already sent out about 50 letters 
to dog-owners, informing them 
that they must get rid of their 
dogs. Many of them have already 
complied. A letter goes out when 
it becomes known that a home- 
owner possesses a dog, usually as 
the result of a complaint aganst 
the dog. 


Hold Those Appliances 

Also appearing before the board 
were @ couple who had trans- 
ferred their stove and refrigerator 
from their rented home in Green- 
belt to-their newly purchased resi- 
dence. It was their contention 
that the appliances in their new 
home were in extremely poor con- 
dition and that they wished to re- 
tain their former stove and re- 
frigerator which they had main- 
tained in good condition. 

Although the board expressed 
sympathy for their situation, it 
was pointed out that the GVHC 
title to the stoves and refrigera- 
tors would not be clear until some- 
time next year and that these 
items could not be shifted to other 
homes or disposed of under any 
condition. The couple agreed to 
return the two items to their pre- 
vious residence, 


Dig That Beam 

. Permission was granted to the 
Jewish Community Center to bor- 
row for one day GVHC’s new 
trench-digger, which is equipped 
to do lifting work, in order to in- 
stall a steel beam in the JCC build- 
ing now under construction. JCC 
agreed to pay for the operator’s 
time. 

The board also dealt with the 
request of the residents pf a court 
who requested that they be al- 
lowed to pave their parking area 
at their own expense and mark off 
parking spaces by designating a 
Space to each family. Although 
the board had no objection to the 
residents paving the area, it voted 
against allowing reserved parking 
Spaces for families. It was felt 
that this would raise further con. 
troversy and not help to solve the 
parking probiem. 


Block System Committee 

Bruce Bowman, chairman of the 
member relations committee, re- 
ported that the plan for block 
representation of GVHC mem- 
bers, which was on the agenda of 
the last quarterly meeting but not 
discussed, is to be developed and 
expanded by a special committee. 

Another matter taken up by the 
board was the organization of a 
board of directors for the new 
Greenbelt Land Investment Cor- 
poration, which is to handle the

Every 
year at this time, a handful of public spirited citizens attempt to 
collect as much as possible for this worthiest of causes. But in 
Greenbelt they operate at a decided disadvantage. In most cities, 
the bulk of the people are employed in the community, and solici- 
tations are a great deal more fruitful in business establishments 
than in door-to-door campaigns. In Greenbelt, however, the great 
majority are employed elsewhere, and’ the biggest part of their 
contributions are made through their places of employment. Fur- 


thermore, there are only two reasonably sizeable business establish- » 


ments in Greenbelt, Greenbelt Consumer Services and Greenbelt 
Veteran Housing Corporation. These, together with the city, the 
bank, the post office, and possibly one or two others, are the total 
of our employed resources. -It follows, then, that the best part of 
our collections must come from the homes. 


The fact that the wage-earner contributes to the Chest at his» 


place of employment has, in the past, been used as an excuse by 
some families to refuse to make a second contribution, or to con- 
tribute only small change. This attitude, while understandable 
has added to the difficulty. Perhaps we should all take stock. The 
Community Chest asks no one to make great sacrifices. It merely 


asks that we fill a great need as best we can. We must understand 
and respond to, that need. | .

1. A young Englishman, Ebene- 
zer Howard, believed that planned 
garden cities built in the open 
country were the best hope for 
the relief of crowded London.
